British Govt. Over Irish Situation 


New Government Will Be Set Up At Dublin Castle Within 
Few Days—Historic Event Will Be Celebrated As One of 
Utmost Importance in Annals of Ireland—No Plans Yet 


Announced of Opponents of Treaty. 


Dublin, Jan. 11.—Measures to be taken toward setting up a new 
government in Ireland for carrying cut the terms of the Anglo-Irish 
treaty were considered by the cabinet of the Dail Eireann, which met 
shortly after noon today in the Mansion House. One of the first 
moves, it ts understood, will be the appointment of a commission to 
proceed to London and confer with the British government. It is re- 
garded as likely that Dublin Castle will be taken over within the next 
few days. 

Cabinet circles anticipate this will be an event of the utmost im- 
portance in the minds of the Irish people, as a historic step towards 
the fulfilment of Ireland’s aspirations. The release of political pris- 
oners by Great Britain is expected in a day or two. 

An official statement regarding the new government's program 
was expected to be issued this afternoon. 

Nothing has as yet transpired bere regarding any plans the oppo- 
nents of the treaty may be formulating.

ent day, the emancipation of woman, 
as shown by men through the medium 
of the heroines of thelr books, was the 
subject matter of a very interesting 
talk, “Women in Men's Books,” by 
Prof. R. K. Gordon, of the English 
department of the University of Al 
berta, before the members of the 
Women's Canadian club at a luncheon 
given in the Macdonald hotel on 
Wednesday. 

By means of excerpts from _ the 
writings of pepular authots of d:ffer-' 
ent periods and also by a general 
comment on their viewpoint, the 
speaker sought to portray ¢t 
mental emancipation of woman 
rather then her struggle for economic 
independence, this emancipation be- 
ing most clearly seen inthe changed 
attitude towatds marriage. 

The changed attitude on the part of 
Women regarding marriage was de- 
pendent to a very great extent, sald) 
the speaker, on the change in 
women's economic position. 

The discussion as to the capacity 
and status of women, which began in 
the 17th century and-s still going on, 
rests on certain common aSsutnptions 
such as the inferiority of women and 
the assumption that women's chie‘ 
function is martiage. ; 

Passing through the different cen 
turies with writers such as Milton, 
Bunyan, Marquis of Halifax, Samovel 
Richardson, Fieldfng, Keats, She'ley, | 
Willlam Cobbett, Thackeray, Dickens, | 
Ruskin, Meredith, Wells to Sanley 
Houghton's play, “Hindle Wakes,” 
first produced im 1912, tn which may 
be found the last dilustration of the 
change in ideds, when the heroine, a 
poor factory girl who is expected to 
eagerly grasp the opportunity of mar-| 
rying the son of the millowner, does 
not find the gentleman in question 
measuring up to her ideals of man-

Let him who has_ superstitions 
prepare to shudder. The 13th of 
January this year falls on a Fri- 
day! That conjunction of the 
unlucky number and the unlucky 
day would be enough to start ap- 
prehensions stirring in the minds 
of the believers in fateful days, 
mystic numbers, and ill omens. 
But there is worse to come. There 
is to be a full moon on Friday the 


13th. That surely completes the 
combination. Now, if something 


untoward, and altogether out of 
common, does not happen it will 
go hard with the faith of the 
eredulous. If we can get by such 
& concatenation of portentous cir- 
cumstances without a catastrophe 
the seers will have something to 
explain. 

While we wait for the event, it 
is interesting to note that the last 
time the 18th of January fell on 
Friday this part of the world did 
get something in the way of un- 
usual treatment, and of a decided- 
ly unpleasant kind, Friday, Jan- 
uary 13th, 1911, was the second 
coldest day ever recorded here. 
The mercury that day dipped to 
52 degrees below zero, at the 
meteorological office. Elsewhere 
the person who had to be outdoors 
for an hour was prepared to de- 
clare that it had gone to the 60 
mark or lower. Old-timers and 
newcomers alike admitted that it 
was cold, unquestionably cold, so 
cold that for once the tradition 
that ‘‘you don't feel it’? went by 
the board. Everybody knew that 
it was cold that day, and had no 
hesitation about saying so. 

By way of contrast with the Oc- 
tober weathér that has been pre- 
vailing ‘thus far in January this 
year, it may be noted thatthe 
famous ‘‘cold’’ Friday was dif- 
ferent only in degree from the 
days which preceded it, and not 
remarkably different in that. The 
preceding Saturday the mercury 
stood well above zero, It dropped 
on Sunday, and kept dropping 
throughout the week until Fri- 
day capped the climax. A Calgary 
despatch declared that from Sun- 
day until Saturday the fluid thérs 
never got above the 30 below 
mark, constituting a record which 
probably still stands, 

On two occasions Edmonton 
thermometers have registered low- 
er temperatures than they did 
ten years ago tomorrow, aid two 
only, One day in January, 1836, 
the mercury subsided to 57 below, 
and again in February, 1893, it 
repeated the performance, _ Al- 
berta got decidedly the worst of 
it on ‘‘cold’’ i’riday. Prince Al- 
bert reported 50 below, and Re- 
gina 45, while Winnipeg get off 
easily with only 29 degrees below. 
Tf Friday, January 13th, 1921, is 
to rival its predecessor in 1911 in 
the memory of residents of Ed- 
monton and this district there will 
have to come a sudden and drastic 
change, For the past week the 
mereury has stood above zero day 
énd night, almost if not quite, con- 
tinuously.

| by the day to live? Yet these are 
}the people who comprise the ma- 
ment toward a new and widely ad- 
vertised country. And there is 
no way of sorting them out at the 
ports, without crippling the ef- 
forts made to induce the move- 
ment. 

People who have a stake in 
heir homelands are naturally the 
people who are least inclined to 
migrate. Those who have little 
and little in prospect are the ones 
who seek new lands in which to 
earn their bredd. And Canada 
just now is not in position to pro- 
vide employment for more peo- 
ple than are here already. In 
fact we have a good many thou- 
sand idle citizens in our cities and 
towns. While those conditions ex- 
ist it would only be adding to our 


own troubles, and doing no kind-, 


E to the majority of the im- 
nigrants, to coax hundreds of 
}thousands from Europe to take 
| ship for the Dominion during the 
coming spring and summer, 


Nor is there a likelihood that 
conditions will so markedly im- 
prove during the summer that 


work would be available for a 
large army of neweomers next 
winter. Recovery in any case 
could hardly be so rapid, and the 
chances rather are that it will be 
}moderate. For the time, and for 
| the year at least, Canada has quite 
all the job hunters it can accommo- 
date, if allowance is made for the 
|number who will come into the 
country of their own accord. 

It does not follow that this is 
not a good time for people of any 
class to come to Canada, nor that 
it would be a mistake to do what 
is to be done to encourage peo- 
ple of a certain type to come. In 
some respects the present is @ 
more favorable time for the man 
who wants to establish himself in 
Canada than usual. But only on 
conditon that he has capital with 
which to make a start and to carry 
on until conditions improve. Land 
values are down. The costs of 
breaking and clearing land, and 
building, and equiping a farm 
with stock and machinery are low- 
er than a few years ago, and tend- 
ing downward. Tothe man who 
wants tofarm, and who has money 
with which to establish himself 
these conditions are favorable. 

To the man who must get a liv- 
ing off his farm from the outset, 
the conditione are the reverse of 
favorable, for product prices are 
also down. It is not enough at 
present that a prospective immi- 
grant have industry and farm ex- 
perience. Unless he has also some 
capital with which to make a be- 
ginning, and to tide over the per- 
iod of depression, he would be 
bound to encounter discourage- 
mentonthe land, And experience 
has shown that avhere that occurs 
most of the new settlers abandon 
their farms, in one way or another, 
and drift into the towns to seek 
employment. 

When conditions are normally 
buoyant Canada can absorb a re- 
markable number of people every 
year ‘who have nothing but their 
industry and thrift to depend 
upon. That cannct be done at 
present, even though the neweom 
ers were farmers or men with 
farm experince, For the 
Canada’s immigration effort will 
have to be directed to securing 
people who want to farm are 
qualified to farm, and who also 
have the means to support them- 
selves while they are getting 
established and until the times 
improve.
